SG-2020 Field Modification to Eliminate “Pop” Adjusting Band Pass 
SG-2020 Case Removal 
Turn radio off. 
Disconnect DC power cable from rear of radio. 
Disconnect RF coax cable from rear of radio. 
Disconnect all accessories; i.e. microphone, CW key, headphones, etc. 


Set radio speaker side down. 
Remove 3 ea. Philips head screws. 


Slide radio out of case by gently pushing rear panel. 

SG-2020 Exciter Assy. Removal 

Remove 4 ea. ribbon cables from exciter as follows: 
Lift straight up on outer shell of connector. 


Pull ribbon cable up and out of connector. 


Remove VCO shield which is held in place with 2 screws. 
Set aside the shield, screws, and 2 spacers. 


Remove post amp shield which is held in place with 3 screws. 

Set aside the shield, screws, and 2 spacers. 

(Note: One of these spacers is smaller in diameter than the other spacers.) 
Remove and set aside the remaining 4 screws. 

Disconnect the 2-wire speaker cable. 

Remove the 4 allen screws from the rear panel. 

Move the rear panel out of the way and slide the exciter out the rear. 


Modification (Refer to supplied drawings.) 


Set exciter board component side up. 
Unsolder and dispose of R161 


Set exciter board component side down. 

Remove soldermask from the traces that will have resistors soldered to them. 
(An exacto knife works well for this) 

Install the three 1 Megohm resistors. 

$G-2020 Exciter Re-Installation 


Slide the exciter onto the chassis from the rear. 


Connect the 2-wire speaker cable. 


Re-install VCO shield. (2 screws, 2 spacers) 
Re-install remaining 4 screws. 
Re-install the 4 ribbon cables as follows: 
Hold the connector outer shell up. 
Slide the ribbon straight into slot in shell until it stops. 
Push down on cable and shell to lock into place. 
Re-install the rear panel. 
SG-2020 Case Installation 
Slide the radio back into the case. 
BE CAREFUL with regards to the speaker. It may be necessary to push down on the speaker to 
clear the top of the case.
